Cotton As A World Factor. 

The United States’ record-breaking 
crop of 12,162.000 bales in 1904 will 
serve to draw attention to cotton ax a 
social and economic factor in the world x 
development, and to show the im|s>r- 
tant part which it plays in human so- 
ciety. Congress in 1 793 placed a duty 
of three cents a pound on cotton, never 
dreaming that it would one day become 
the moat ini|>ortant of the country’s ex- 
ports. When, in 1794, John Jay was 
in England to frame the treaty under 
which American commerce got its first 
real start, he did not know that cotton 
was exported from his country or ever 
would he exported. 

The 1 Mi, <100 hales of cotton produced 
by the United States in 1*00 had grown 
to 4,800,000 in I860. In the words of 
Hammond, of South Carolina, cotton 
had liecome king among United States 
products by that time. The year 1 *9* 
saw the 11 , 000,000 mark in production 
l«s*cd for the first time. It was never 
surpassed afterward, except in 1899, 
till 1904, when the output was 12,162,- 
ismi I tales. In IMS the farm value of 
the cotton crop and its l>> -products was 
in the neighborhood of $7UOJIO.OOO. In 
19tt4. owing to the reduced price, the 
value did not paas beyond that mark. 
In each year, however, it outranked all 
the other pnxlucts of the soil in the 
amount of money which it brought to 
the grower, except corn. Three-fourths 
of all the cotton grown in the world 
is pr<*lucod in the l nited States. Twen- 
ty per cent, of the entire American crop 
was manufactured in American mills in 
1 atin. This proportion, increasing fast- 
er than the production, had grown to 
37 per cent, in 19o4. The South, which 
manufactured only 80,0011 bales of cotton
